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Dr. SCHOUTEDEN has recently forwarded a small collection of 
Cicadide with a request that [ would identify the same. Sixteen 
species were included, two of which were unknown and are here 
described. I have also added the localities from which all these 
specimens were derived, as thev constitute new habitats for the 
study of distribution.

DESCHIBRTION OF NEW SPECIES. 


Platypleura ladona sp. noy. 


Body and legs ochraceous; antenn, area of the ocelli, upper margin of 
face, a transverse line between area of ocelli and eyes, pronotal incisures, 
an augniated fascia near lateral margins of scutellum, which are connected 
with two inuer longitudinal fasciz# which are again connected with a cruci- 
form fascia and abdomen above with the segments, excluding posterior mar- 
gins, black or blackish; tegmina and wing hyaline, the venation more or less 
ochraceous, but which becomes darker on about apical half, basal areas 
of both ochraceous, with dark fuscous suffussions; pronotum broad and 
angulate; face very strongly centrally sulcate and transversely striate on 
the lateral areas; rostruin slightly passing the posterior ocoxe.

Body and legs ferruginous-brown ; eyes and ocelli ochraceous; scutellum 
with two central spots on anterior margin, a longer angulated spot near 
each lateral margin, and the cruciform elevation darker ferruginous brown ; 
tegmina pale ferruginous-brown with darker mottlings, the outer marginal 
and the submarginal markings darkest, wings pale ochraceous, the apical area 
(broadly) and posterior margin (narrowly) darkly infuscate ; rostrum passing 
the posterior coxæ; opercula very short and broad, not meeting internally; 
face very broadly, centrally, longitudinally sulcate, the lateral areas strongly 
transversaly striate ; body obscurly but distincly pilose.
